There 
were plenty ©f cheers and there were some 
theatrical entertainments offered to the gallant 
Guards, but none of our great ladies appear to 
have had the humanity to resolve themselves into 
Sisters of Merty, as many kitid-hearted American 
gentlewomen have done. An American lady 
writes to a friend in London from New York— 

“The poor soldiers have been in everyone’s 
thoughts, and so many have been caring for 
them. An old friend of Miss Cromwell’s opened 
her house at Cornwall and nursed twenty-two. 
Miss Cromwell and I called daily, and when the 
soldiers were-well enough, took them out driving. 
Most of them have been wounded, and also 
suffered from yellow fever and typhoid, as well 
as malaria. Poor wrecks they came, but left 
laughing and happy. One Virginian whom I 
knew quite well was shot on the 2nd of July 
while bearing a wounded man from the field. 
The bullet yet remuins in his body after passing 
through his lungs. His relatives heard of his 
death, as his name yet remains in the list of 
kilied. He says he could not have lived two 
days longer but for good nursing at Cornwall 

“I dare not tell you of all thei ir awful suffer- 
;ings. I saw the 200 who were left of the

Certain 
traditions of the great: poet, long accepted upon 
very doubtful authority, will be utterly exploded 
by Mr. Lee’s judicious inquiries; and I can 
promise lovers of Shakspere a treat such as they 
have not had for many a year. The difficulty of 
placing the actual man before a modern reader 
hus been to a great extent overcome ; and almost 
for the first time Shakspere will be seen ‘‘in his 
habit as he lived.” It is a book that should find 


i place in every Eng- 
lishman’s library.

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Bournemouth last- Sunday night in his eignty- 
first year. Eldest son of the,late Mr. Fowler, 
of Wadely Hall, Sheffield, he entered when 
young the office of Mr. J. Towlerton Leather, 
the hydraulic engineer, and was first em- 
ployed in the construction of the Sheffield 
Waterworks. He was the engineer of the 
great Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire 
line, and of the Metropolitan Underground 
(among numerous other) Railways; and de- 
signed that magnificent engineering triumph, 
the Forth Bridge, in conjunction with Sir 
Benjamin Baker—though I confess that tower- 
ing structure, bearing in mind the terrible 


fate, of the late Tay Bridge, does not 
strike one as absolutely safe im case of a 
terrific storm on the Forth. Consulting 


Engineer to the Great Western, Great Northern, 
the Brighton, and Highland Railways, Sir John 
Fowler also acted in the same capacity in Egypt 
and the Soudan, so that he was in a measure ‘‘ in 
touch ” with the Sirdar’s grand achievement.

Captain P. A. Kenna, Lieutenant de Montmorency, and 
Captain Smyth, of the 2nd Dragoon Guards.

Lieutenant the Hon. Raymond Harvey 
Lodge Joseph de Montmorency, 2lst Lancers. 
At the Battle of Khartoum, on Sept. 2, 1898, Lieutenant 
de* Montmorency, after the charge of the 21st Lancers, 
returned to assist Second Lieutenant R. G. Grenfell, who 
was lying surrounded by a large body of Dervishes. Lien- 
tenant de Montmorency drove the Dervishes off, and finding 
Lieutenant Grenfell dead, put the body on his horse, which 
then broke away. Captain Kenna and Corporal Swarbrick 
then came to his assistance, and enabled him to rejoin 
the regiment, which had begun to open a heavy fire on the 
enemy. 


Captain Nevill Maskelyne Smyth, 2nd 
Dragoon Guards.—At the Battle of Khartoum, on 
Sept. 2, 1898, Captain Smyth galloped forward and 
attacked an Arab who had run amok among some camp 
followers. Captain Smyth received the Arab’s charge and 
killed him, being wounded with a spear in the ¿rm in so 
doing. He thus saved the life of one at least of the camp 
followers. 


The Launch of the Great British War-ship, 
H.M.S. “Formidable,” by Lady Lucy Hicks Beach 
last week added another colossal Ironclad to our powerful 
Navy. ‘Phe Formidable—of which Mr. Cribb has furnished 
us a Drawing as she will appear when ready for sea—is the 
biggest Battle-ship in the world; and in the matter of 
tonnage, crew, measurement, etc., outstrips the bi t 
vessel of any other nation. The following are her 
measurements: tonnage, 15,000; length, 430 feet; beam, 
75 feet. Her engines have an indicated horse-power 
of 15,000, and she carries a crew of 789. The latest 
addition to the Japanese Navy, the Shikishima, is the 
next largest vessel afloat. The speed of the Formidable 
will be eighteen knots, so that she will be not only powerful, 
but fast, a factor of very great importance. She is one of 
three sister ships now building, the other two being the 
Implacab e at Devonport and the Irresistible at Chatham. 
Although larger in every respect than the Japanese Battle- 
ship, the Formidable is not to carry such a heavy armament 
in the way of guns, but she is considered to be, as regards 
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defensive armour, an improvement on the best model 
befo'e her, the Majestic class. 


H.M S. “ Formidable’s ” Main Armament 
consists of four 12-in. breech-loading guns mounted in 
pairs fore and aft, but all four can be trained on the same 
objective on either beam. The auxiliary armament is 
composed of twelve 6-in. quick-firing guns of a rew type, 
eight on the main deck and four on the upper deck. In 
addition sixteen 12-pounder quick-firing guns will be 
fitted, eight on the main deck and eight on the upper deck. 
Two 12-pounder 8-cewt. guns for boat and tield purposes 
will be ranged forward, and in the two tops will be six 
3-pounder guns for protection against torpedoes, and eight 
Maxims. She will have four submerged torpedo-tubes and 
a powerful steel ram weighing by itself no less than thirty 
tons. It will thus be seen that the Formidable is well 
named, and there is little doubt that properly handled she 
would give a good account of herself against any other 
fronclad in the world. 


The Renewal of Hostilities between Spain 
and America could have but one upshot—the infliction 
of further losses upon Spain. The disinolination of a 
proud and ancient nation to be deprived of her Colonies 
van be well understood. But Spain, having been defeated 
in war, must face the music dictated by the conqueror. 
Che American Peace Commissioners demand the cession by 
Spain of the entire group of the Philippines; offer to pay 
Spain £4,000,000 compensation for the loss; and promise 
that the United States will establish the ‘open door.” It 
is to be hoped that on some such bases Peace will be 
definitively concluded. 


Malor tenori] Sir H. M. L. Rundle, K.C.M.G., 
D.S.Ò., and chief of the staff of the Egyptian Army, has 
accepted the command of the S.E. district of England, and 
the post of Constable of Dover Castle, in succession to 
Major-General Sir William Butler, who has been appointéd 
to the Cape command.

Lender.—Miss Jenny McNulty, pretty, dainty, songful, 
was so great a favourite a few years ago in comic opera in 
London that it is to be hoped this clever lady will soon 
return to the stage, and free herself from the legal troubles 
which have been made public in the Queen’s Bench Division 
of the Strand Law Courts. On Nov. 16, Mr. Justice

It was subsequently sold by public auction, 
and realised £594 net, out of which a sum of over £90 had 
to be paid for rent at Spencer House before they could. get 
possession of the goods. Mr. Abel Thomas, Q.C., then 
subjected Mr. Jay to a severe and exhaustive cross- 
examination, in the course of which the witness stated that 
he began business in Jermyn Street fifteen years ago. His 
capital was £2000, and he had turned that into £50.000 or 
£60,000. Mr-. Paulet, on Monday, obtained a’ verdict for 
£1090. There was judgment for the defendant upon the 
counter-claim for £90.

Street as the Panolia Company, and as they did not 
advertise thence they were safer than at Imperial Build- 
ings. They were there all day, and they worked the 
Panolia Company in this way. They got a large number 
of addresses of women, who, being iñ trouble, replied to the

the confessions of some 12,000 victims. The blackmailing 
circulars, demanding £2 2s. or a prosecution, were below 
the headings printed by Hayman. Meanwhile the circular 
to Kate Clifford, of 18, King Street, Snow Hill, had been 
given by her husband to the police. They watched the 
offices, and arrested Gibson with 475 letters, containing 
£240. But the police were evidently themselves watched, 
for though they tried to catch Mitchell at Gibson's rooms, 
he never came, and had,evidently been warned by telegram, 
by some confederate, that the police were alert. Richard 
a admitted his connection with “ Bradbury Brothers,” 
put denied all knowledge of the rest. Edward made no 
answer. Leonard, arrested in Cornwall, only said that 
these powerful, irresistible medicines, ‘‘ Panolia’’ and 
“ Montrose tabules ” were entirely harmless and innocuous. 
Alderman Newton remarked with reference to the adver- 
tisements that it was improper that any respectable news- 
paper should insert such ‘ diabolical stuft.” Mr. Muir 
rejoined that he believed it not only improper but criminal, 
Prisoners were remanded. 


The Late Harold Frederic and the 
“Christian Scientist” Case.— Miss Kate Lyon 
and Mrs. Athalie Mills, the latter a ‘‘ Christian scientist,” 
were again charged at Croydon last Monday with man- 
slaughter, and were again remanded, Mr. Avory;from the 
Treasury, stated that Mrs. Mills, who was the wife of a 
musician, was summoned by telegraph by Miss Lyon, who 
lived with the deceased, to attend him in an illness. Mrs. 
Mills, in response, arrived and informed the deceased that 
she could not attend him if doctors remained in attendance, 
His medical advisers were therefore dismissed by him. The 
deceased was undoubtedly subjected to influence and was 
persuaded to adopt Christian Scientist treatment. Con- 
tinuing, counsel said the deceased’s death was undoubtedly 
accelerated by the absence of medical treatment and to the 
lack of every precaution on Mrs. Mills’s part in the course 
of her so-called Christian Science treatment. Thatgtreat- 
ment and the whole course of the Christian Scienfists he 
described as humbug, and he said from a legal point of 
view it was altogether inessential whether the deceased was 
a consenting party or not. Mrs. Mills, in claiming power 
to cure the disease without being able to show any com- 
petency or understanding of disease, had laid herself open 
to the charge of manslaughter. Miss Lyon had aided and 
abetted her, notwithstanding a grave warning from Dr. 
Boyd. Evidence was given by Miss/Ruth Frederic, Dr. 
Boyd, and Dr. Freyberger, generally speaking. on the lines 
of that offered at the inquest.

A Foster-Mother for Chickens. 

As T expected, the details given a week or two ago of one 
of the best incubators now being sold, aroused considerable 
interest. I have sinee received inquiries for other appliances 
useful to the poultry-rearer. One of the most essential 
things is a foster-mother, and although this term is not 
generally associated with inanimate articles there is no 
better name for the contrivance of which I give an Illus- 
tration. It is spacious, yet compact, and as a rearer can 
be used either in or out of doors. It covers twenty super- 
ficial feet, and is sent out complete, with lamp included. 
Additional runs, either of glass or wire, can, of course, be 
added, according to the accommodation required for the 
chicks. The apparatus is heated by an economical chimney- 
less paraftin-lamp, and is without hot-water tanks. It is

exceedingly light and portable, and the runs being divisible 
into ipo Baga of which is eollapsible, the complete 
apparatus can be packed in a small compass, for transit or 
storage. It can be put up ready for use in about three 
minutes. The lamp is guaranteed to keep alight in the 
roughest weather.

Double-Flowered Anemones. 
The anemone, or windflower, forms by far the most 
splendid group of our tuberous-rooted flora, and although 
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ANEMONES. 


haps not quite so chaste and elegant in the form of its 
Pidividual flowers as the ranunculus, it certainly surpasses 
it in its fine effectiveness as a decorative plant. Grown in 
large or small beds, in patches, clumps of one colour, or 
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lations in London. The locality named is much 
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mixed, they make charming groups among,.and contrast 
finely with, most other plants, while the brilliant scarlets 
and fiery reds are exceedingly telling when planted in double 
lines as an edging to large or small beds, shrubbery 
borders, ete. The anemone is also invaluable as a pot- 
plant for the decoration of the greenhouse or conservatory 
in early spring, and is very useful as a cut flower, besides 
being extremely hardy and easy of cultivation. It prefers 
a light, rich, loamy soil, with a fair amount of moisture, 
and. out of doors will succeed well with the same kind of 
treatment and soil as recommended for the ranunculus, 
but any good garden soil that is not too heavy or wet will 
grow them well, and with but a small amount of trouble. 
For early spring blooming plant from September to 
November inclusive, and for summer and autumn flower- 
ing plant in February, March, and April. The tubers may 
be planted at a depth of about three inches, and at a 
distance of about five or six inches between the plants. For 
greenhouse or conservatory decoration the tubers should be 
potted in October, and placed in a cool pit or frame till 
February, when they should be “brought into the cool 
greenhouse, placed near the glass, and gradually brought 
into bloom. When it is desirable to take up roots from the 
open ground after flowering, they should, if possible, be 
allowed to remain till the leaves show signs of decay, when 
they may be carefully lifted, and gradually dried or ripened 
for planting at some future date.

Feeding Cows. 

“ ©. S.” is advised that hàyiis better served unchopped, 
unless it be for a little chaff to go with concentrated food. 
As regards extra food, oats should form a substantial part, 
but bran ‘and fresh brewers’ grains are good. Cotton cake 
is more economical than linseed, but it may be well to serve 
both, as either is a good milk producer. . Carrots, parsnips, 
or ox-cabbages are excellent at any time. The following 
will be good rations per head daily: Hay ad lib., crushed 
oats 61b., bran 4 Ib., linseed cake 141b., cotton cake 21b., 
roots or eabbages to keep the bowels in good order. Oats 
and bran may be bought nearly as cheap as hay, weight 
for weight, hence need not be grudged. Both are not only 
free milk producers, but produce milk of good quality. 
Don’t forget the knob of rock-salt for the boozen. 


Irish Birds Wanted. 


The poultry-farmers who are anxious to secure Irish 
birds in large quantities are advised to advertise their 
requirements. I know no importers I would care to recom- 
mend, although a very big trade is done in this way, 
especially in the north of England.

To cry out her 
husband’s name meant death to her, as certainly 
as the fall of the snake wpon his nade shoulders 
meant death to Oyamlu.- ‘The devoted girl chose 
to sacrifice herself.

UR QUEEN, Cowt, Premier, Society, 
and, I am told, the Masonic Work unite 
to deplore the death of the amiable and 
stately Earl of Lathom, Her Majesty’s 

most dignified and most respected Lord Cham- 
berlain. A tribute of hearty sympathy went out 
to this lamented nobleman when that deplorable 
carriage accident deprived him of his devoted wife. 
He had never been quite himself since. The hand- 
some face of Lord Lathom was missed from the 
Queen’s Drawing - Room, from his favourite 
omnibus-box at the Opera, and from all public 
haunts. In an interesting memoir in the West- 
minster Gazette it is stated that Lord Lathom 
“was especially fond of ' Dickens’s works” 
(as everyone is whose literary opinion is worth 
any consideration) ; and that ‘‘at a dinner- 
tible, whether his own or those of his friends, 
Lord Lathom was invaluable. His savoir faire, 
his knowledge of men and affairs, his acquaint- 
ance with foreigners of note, made everything 
go off satisfactorily. He shared with all his 
family a love of music and the drama, and he 
was delighted with the private theatricals in 
arranging “which Lady Lathom was such an 
adept. He was great at American bowls, and 
tea in the alley was an institution at Lathom. 
Since Lady Lathom’s death Lord Lathom had 
been mainly abroad and yachting in distant 
parts. He desired to resign the Lord Chamber- 
lainship, but at the Queen’s desire he retained 
it, H x: Majesty arranging that his duties should 
be discharged for him.” 

I may add that the Right Hon. Edward 
3o0tle- Wilbraham, second Baron Skelmersdale, 
of Skelmersdale, in the County Palatine of Lan- 
caster, and first Earl of Lathom, in the Peerage 
of the United Kingdom, was the only son of the 
lute Hon. Richard Bootle - Wilbraham, son of 
Edward, first Baron Skelmersdale, by his 
marriage with“ Jessy, third daughter of Sir 
Richard Brooke, Bart., and was born on 
Dec. 12, 1837, at Blythe, in Lancashire. This 
estimable nobleman is succeeded by his son, Lord 
Skelmersdale, who was born in 1864, and married, 
in 1889, Lady Wilma Pleydell-Bouverie, only 
daughter of the fifth Earl of Radnor.
